presellted an anim ated scene w hen it 
was called to order by Speaker Crisp 
yesterday a fte r th e holiday 
recess. 
T h e galleries w ere crow ded and over 
h a lf th e m em bers w ere in th eir seats. 
In the diplom atic gallery were the 
Japanese m inister and his secretary, 
and 
m any 
prom inent 
personages 
looked dow n from th e reserved gal­ 
lery. 
A fter th e call of com m ittees 
for reports Mr. Quigg of New York 
attem pted to offer a resolution rela t­ 
ing to th e salaries in th e New York 
postoffice, b u t Mr. Springer, in charge 
pf th e currency bill, cu t him off w ith 
a m otion to go into com m ittee of the 
w hole for th e fu rth er consideration of 
th a t bilk 
Accordingly th e house w ent 
into com m ittee, Mr. Richardson of 
Tennessee in th e chair, and Mr. Black 1 
of Georgia, a m em ber of the banking 
an d currency com m ittee took th e floor 
in favor of th e bill. 
!■- The debate started sluggishly. 
Mr. 
Black denied a t th e o u tset th e b an k ­ 
ing and currency com m ittee had heard 
only national bankers w hile consider­ 
in g the pending m easures and had 
tu rn ed a deaf ear to all others. 
He 
said legislation had not caused all the 
m isfortunes under w hich th e people 
w ere a t present suftoti ig. 
I t m ight 
have contributed to th e ir m isfortune, 
and he believed the passage of the 
present bill w ould contribute to their 
relief, b u t he deprecated the feeling 
abroad in th e land th a t for all th e ills 
an d m isfortunes of the people th ey 
should tu rn to congress. 
Mr. H augen (rep., YVis.) who fol­ 
lowed, opposed the m easure as crude, 
ill-considered and dangerous to the 
best interests of the country. 
Mr. McCreary (dem., Ky.), who was 
a m em ber of the V.russells m onetary 
conferenoe, spoke in favor of th e meas- 
tire. 
He was opposed, he said, to 
funding the greenbacks w ith in terest 
bearing bonds; he believed th e b nk- 
ing business should be divorced from 
the governm ent; the greenbacks should 
be retired by the surplus revenues as 
rapidly as possible and a safe and 
clastic currency should be provided. 
Mr. McCreary expressed the opinion in 
the event of th e failure of some cur­ 
rency legislation a t this session, $100,- 
000,000 or $150,000,000 of bonds would 
have to be issued. 
Mr. McCreary yielded a few m inutes 
of his tim e to his colleague, Mr. Buck­ 
ner, the new dem ocratic m em ber from 
kentucky, who spoke briefly in favor 
of th e bill. 
Mr, Adams (rep., Pa.) opposed the 
hill, attacking some of its provisions 
vigorously, especially th e revival of 
state banks. 
Mr. Simpson (pop., Kan.) seized en 
t 
is statem ents, and Mr. Adams and he 
ad an interesting colloquy. 
W hen 
Mr. Adams concluded the com m ittee 
rose, and a t 4:45 th e house adjourned 


times were serious, this governm ent 
h as steadily recognized the param ount 
sovereignty of N icaragua over th e en­ 
tire reservation, yielding to no pre­ 
tension inconsistent w ith th a t sov­ 
ereignty. 
At no tim e during the last 
forty or fifty years has the so called 
native Indian governm ent in th e strip 
been real, 
On th e contrary, it has 
been an alien m unicipal governm ent, 
adm inistered 
according 
to 
alien 
methods. 
A lthough Americans and 
Am erican interests lii-ve some tim e 
dom inated in the strip, this govern­ 
m ent, w hile intervening 
in proper 
cases for th e ir protection, has con­ 
stan tly disavowed any rig h t of its own 
or of its citizens to govern the reserva­ 
tion or participate in the political af* 
fairs. 
W hatever rig h t of self govern­ 
m ent th e Indians eojo/ad u n d er th e 
treaty concluded betw een (.Treat B ritain 
and N icaragua w as to be exercised by 
them selves and not by aliens in th e ir 
name. 
T h at treaty contem plated the 
'eventual surrender by the Indians of 
th e ir strip and th eir ‘incorporation into 
th e republic of N icaragua on the same 
footing as other citizens of th e re­ 
public*.’ 5 
The President concludes his report 
as follows: “ G reat B ritain, it is proper 
to say, bas given this governm ent the 
m ost positive assurance th a t she as­ 
serts no rig h t of sovereignty or pro­ 
tection over the territo ry , but, on the 
contrary, respects the full and para­ 
m ount sovereignty of the governm ent 
of N icaragua.”

4 .— The attack on 
the income tax law was begun in 
the senate yesterday w hen 
Senator 
Quay introduced a proposed am end­ 
m ent to th e u rg en t deficiency bill 
am ending the tariff law by striking out 
all provision for an income tax and 
su bstituting a new woolen schedule, 
including a duty on raw wool. 
T he senate passed th e resolution 
calling on the President for correspon­ 
dence aud other papers relative to the 
delivery by th e U nited States consul j 
a t Shanghai of tw o Japanese citizens , 
to th e Chinese authorities; also asking I 
for inform ation as to w hether the tw o ' 
Japanese w ere put to death afte r being 
tortured; 
further, 
w hether 
there 
was any understanding w ith th e Chi­ 
nese governm ent th a t U nited States 
officers should aid, assist and give safe 
conduct to any Japanese citizens d e ­ 
siring to leave China, etc. 
The senate A 2 o’clock proceeded to 
the consideration of the N icaraguan 
canal bill. 
Mr. M organ had th e floor 
to m ake a speech, in w hich he de­ 
fended th e constitutionality of the 
present bill. 
The senator consumed 
a g reat portion of his speech in con­ 
tro v ertin g th e statem ents made by the 
senator from Indiana (Mr. Turpie) in 
lis three days’ speech against th e bill 
before the holiday recess. 
Ile argued 
against the proposition of Mr. Turpie 
th e canal should be b uilt by sections, 
and asserted the cost would be three 
ifimes g reater to build it th an if con­ 
structed in th e ordinary m anner. 
If 
the com pany had gone to London 
instead of com ing to W ashington for 
ch arter the canal would now be 
com pleted or nearly so, and it would, 
like the Suez canal, be under the civil 
and m ilitary control of G reat B ritain. 
He continued: 
“ The senator from In ­ 
diana said after a long search he had 
failed to find any legislative precedent 
for th e bill. 
The action of the gov­ 
ernm ent in tak in g $7,000,000 in the 
Bank of the U nited States and the law 
of 1874 providing for the indorsem ent 
of $30,000,000 of the bonds of the Dis­ 
tric t 
of Columbia 
controvert this. 
N othing exists or can exist beyond our 
territo rial lim its to abridge the power 
of congress to regulate commerce w ith 
foreign countries.” 
Before Mr. M organ finished his re­ 
m arks the senate, a t 5 o'clock ad­ 
journed.
